Ohio's great drought, which has 


extended over a six week period, 
was at an end today following a 
heavy peneral rain and conditions 
pointed toward a return to normal 
climatic conditions.

will return to normal with the 
regular amount of precipitation 
from now on." 


The forecast, for tonight and to-

perts at Ohio State. University de- 
clined to estimate the value of the 
precipitation to the sale's agricul- 
ural products.

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LANDON CHALLENGES DELEGATION OF POWER TO NATION'S CHIEF 


JIANSAN STARTS 


HIS 
CAMPAIGN 


BEFORE THRONG 


Eleven Pledges Included in 


Address in Which Nomina- 


tion is Accepted 


TOPEKA, Kan., July 24 —(UP) 


Gov. Alf M. Landon, new before 
the people in his self chosen role 
of 
"the 
everyday 
American," 


moved today into formal campaign 
for president of the United States 
as the nominee of the Republican 
party and defender of the Consti- 
tution and states' rights. 


He accepted nomination last 


of international 


night before a throng of plains 
men and their wives, men, women 
and children from the grass roots, 
cross roads, prairie cities, towns 


villages. 


Some seated, but tens of thous- 


ands standing shoulder to shoulder 
In 
extraordinary 
phalanx, 
this 


crowd lifted its voice again and 
again in mighty, organ note chor- 
us of approval of Gov. Landon's 
constitutional stand. 


"There has now 
appeared 
in 


high places" — his words billowed 
over acres of listeners and by 
radio reached 
the 
most remote 


corners of the land — "a new and 
dangerous impulse! 


"This is the impulse to take 


away and lodge in the chief exec- 
utive, without the people's consent, 
the powers which they have kept 
in their state government or which 
they have reserved in themselves. 


"In its ultimate effect upon the 


welfare of the whole people this, 
then, is the most important ques- 
tion now before us: 'shall we con- 
tinue to delegate more and more 
power to the chief executive?1" 


Crowd Cries "No" 


From the crowd came an ear 


splitting chorus of no, no, no, no, 
—"or do we desire to preserve the 
American form of government?" 


The thousands gathered before 


the governor raised their voices in 
answer. It was "yes". 
Back of 


reared the stony fabric of the 


capitol. 
Spreading fan- 


wise down front was the crowd. 
One hundred yards would not mea- 
sur its narrowest dimension. Flood 
lights swept the assemblage but 
their glare was lost somewhere 
over the sea of heads. There were 
60,000 persons, some estimated as 
many as 100,000 
standing 
last 


night, lips parted to cheer their 
hero, as the governor spoke. 


Behind him and on either side 


were the distinguished 
visitors, 


former members of cabinets, sena- 
tors and such and the dignitaries 
of Kansas and the Republican na- 
tional committee. They were mere- 
ly propB for the show and its sin- 
gle actor, the nominee. Loud and 
long was the shout of approval as 
Landon 
pledged, 
if elected, to 


achieve:

Efficient and constitutional 


government- 


2. Economy without stinting 


the needy on relief. 


3. Reorganization of govern- 


ment toward better administration 
and the saving of taxpayers funds. 


4. 
Honesty, frugality, courage

servation and erosion control poli- 
cies and cash benefits to farmers

curity act "to make it workable."

11. Break up of private monop- 


olies and elimination 
of private 


monopolistic practices. 


Failure Isc Charged 


Landon raked the New Deal 


with his fire. He charged failure 
to cop* with unemployment. He 
warned that "crushing debts and 
taxes "must retard prosperity and 
jeopardize the people's rights. He 
charged that many desirable, lib- 
eral objective had been "discred- 
ited during the past three years by 
careless 
thinking, 
unthinkable 


laws and incompetent administra- 
tion." 


His speech overall was an in- 


dictment of Roosevelt recovery on 
charges of bad administration and 
failure to realize its opportunities. 
"It must be kept in mind," he said, 
"that the security of all of us de- 
pends on the good management of 
our common affairs." 


A phrase by Landon aroused 


quick speculation whether he in- 
tended drafting some prominent 
Democrats for his cabinet or oth- 
er high federal posts in event of 
his election next November. 
He 


had promised to conduct an effi- 
cient government, and added: "I 
shall call to my aid those men best 
qualified to conduct the 
public 


business — and I mean just that." 


Landon leaned far over the ros- 


trum to bark those final words at 
his audience. A few hours earlier 
he had been asked whether Dem- 
ocrats would be included in a Lan- 
don cabinet. 


"See my speech," he replied, 


then you will get a pretty good 
indication there. 


May Invite Democrats 


Observers interpreted Landon's 


cryptic remark to mean he would 
invite Democrats to join him in 
Washington if they were better 
fitted for a particular Job than any 
available Republican. 


"Mounting debts and increasing 


taxes constitute a threat to all 
of these aims. Let us not be mis- 
led by those who tell us that oth- 
ers will be made to carry the bur- 
den for us. A simple inquiry into 
the facts and figures will show 
that our growing debts and taxes 
are so enormous that, even if we 
tax to its utmost limits those who 
are best able to pay, the average 
taxpayer will still have to bear the 
major part. 


"While spending billions of dol- 


lars of borrowed 
money 
may 


create a temporary appearance of 
prosperity we and our children, as 
taxpayers have yet to pay the bill. 
For every single dollar spent, we 
will pay back two dollars." 


That 
was the tax 
spending 


economy philosophy of the "Kan- 
sas Coolidge" who stood there last 
night in the glare of Kleig lights 
with his voice rolling across a con- 
tinent because he had balanced the 
budget of his state. His appear- 
ance was the climax of a mad day. 
The thousands came and over-ran 
a city. 
Milling in streets cleared 


of 
traffic, 
motorcycle 
officers 


forced thousands to the curbs in 
order to see the parade, an almost 
uninterrupted procession of bands 
with every other one blaring "Oh, 
Susanna, Oh Susanna, Don't You

Thermometer* reached 100 


degrees and kept on climing. The 
parade passed, the last cowboy, In- 
dian, band and horw and buggy 
disappeared up the street, the sun 
falling in the west blinded the 
thousands who trekked then to the 
south front of the capitol. 


Ropes, Guard* Needed 


Strong 
ropes 
and 
national 


guardsmen 
received the throng 


and held it and during the hours

brisk band music echoed over the 
thunderous mutterings of the men 
and women gathered there. 


An ovation greeted the Gover- 


nor and Mrs. Landon as they em- 
erged from the capitol building 
and came down to the speakers 
stand, accompanied by members 
of the family. 
Preliminaries of 


invocation and introductions over 
Rep. 
Bertrand H. Snell, of New1 


York, who was chairman of the 
Republican 
national convention, 


formally notified the governor of 
his nomination. 


"A man," said Snell, "who kept 


his books and the books of his 
state government by simple, hon- 
est, old-fashioned arithmetic." 


Landon was on his feet and the 


crowd was yelling. He waved and 
it yelled some more. 
For eight 


minutes the crowd cheered its 
candidate and then he spoke, ac- 
cepting in a sentence the new re- 
sponsibility which has come to him 
and asking divine guidance in its 
discharge, said "coming to one 
whose life has been that of the 
everyday American is proof of 
that freedom of opportunity which 
belongs to the people under our 
government." 


Landon scored the New Deal as 


a mismatched medley of effort. 


"The country," he said, " is ripe 


for recovery." 
But the governor 


found no substance in recovery so 
far. He judged the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration 
by 
the 
standards 


which make for happy families 
and said, "the New Deal has fallen 
far short of success." 


"The record shows," he contin- 


ued, "that in 1933 the 
primary 


need was jobs for the unemployed. 
The record shows that in 1936 the 
primary need still is jobs for the 
unemployed." 


"Are you telling us?" whooped 


a Landon enthusiast from far back 
in the crowd. 


The governor explained that the 


people's welfare could not be re- 
corded on financial pages of news- 
papers or be measured in the mar- 
ket prices of stocks. 


"The real test," re said, "is Jo

He explained ne could not lay

He promised that relief 
would be continued for the needy 
although he said there would be 
economies taken "out of the hides 
of the political exploiters." 


To President 
Roosevelt's 
late 


agricultural adjustment adminis- 
tration, Gov. Landon conceded it 
had helped farmers in a difficult 
period. 


But he said it had begun to "dis- 


organize agriculture" even before 


it waa outlawed by the Supreme 
court. Under it. he contended, the 
administration had adopted a pro- 
gram of scarcity and "gambled 
with the needed food and field sup- 
plies of the country." He said he 
would replace the "futile AAA 
program with one economically 
and socially right. His plan em- 
braced soil conservation, benefits 
to distressed producers of export- 
able crops and "reasonable assist- 
ance for drought-stricken 
farm- 


ers" 


"The benefits which will be paid 


under our program will go no fur- 
ther," he said, "than the produc- 
tion leve! of the family type of 
farm." 


"Some of our farmers," he ex- 


plained, "dependent in part upon 
foreign markets, suffer from dis- 
advantages arising from world dis- 
order. 
Until these disadvantages 


are eliminated we propose to pay 
cash benefits in order to cushion 
our farm families against the dis- 
astrous effects of price fluctua- 
tions and to protect their standard 
of living." 


Orderly Changes 


Landon dici not argue that the 


Constitution was "above change." 
But he said changes should be by 
the orderly, prescribed processes, 
"by and through the people and 
not by usurpation." 


He pointedly referred 
to 
the 


ability of the states, by compact 
among themselves, and the federal 
government, through 
its 
power 


over interstate commerce, to cope 
with economic problems overflow- 
ing state lines. 


He looked into the future to- 


ward "an America as it should be 
—a nation on which old wrong 
things are going out and new right 
things are coming in. 


"It should be a country," he said 


"which produces more and more 
until there is plenty for. all—a 
land in which 
equal opportunity 


shall prevail." 


"God grant us, one and all, the 


strength and the wisdom to do our 
part in bringing these things to 
pass." 


The speech was over and 'the 


crowd was cheering. 
Fireworks 


blazed 
over 
the 
state 
house 


grounds. The spell broke a bit 
and Gov. Landon again was the 
fricnci and neighbor known to hun- 
dreds of those assembled 
below 


him. 
Deep down in the 
crowd 


some younsj man cupped his hands 
and bawled: 


"Ht'llo, Peggy." 
Miss Peggy Ann Landon tossed 


him a smile and the governor and 
his party were gone.
